The firat day of the Regatta this year has 
been wonderfully successful, and although 
the results are not quite ao grand ss were 
expected and the details have been neither 
arranged nor carrled out with that accuracy 
not to say neatness which one would have 
expected, atill the main object has beon 
served of relleving the monotony of life in 
Victoria, and tho community aro corre- 
spondingly indebted to the Viotoria Re- 
creation Club for the treat. The weather 
could. not have been excelled 0 
far-as the rowing was concerned, but 
the sailing and yachting . competition 
were comparative failures, as is shown, 
owing to the entire absonce of a 
breeze, ' A alizht westerly wind did apring 
up in the latter part of the afternoon, but 
too late to allow of a fair and anjoyab’e 
contest.
